FINAL ADJUSTMENT 


Of the British and Nicaraguau 


Affairs is Probable.

WASHINGTON, May 1 —The guarantee 


of the payment by Nicaragua of the in- 
demnity as required by Great Britain 
will be made in the amplest manner 
possible, so ttat there appears to be no 
further obstacle between tho two coun- 
tries as to a final adjustment 


, May 1 —In spiteol the state- 


ment which eminated yesterday from 
the (oreign office saying Wt there has 
been no change in the attitude of Great 
Britain towards Nicaragua it is learned 
today that Great Britain has agreed to 
the proposed settlement of her dispute 
with Nicaragua in the payment if the 
indemnity IB guaranteed. In this case 
the British fleet will immediately with- 
draw from Corinto. It is not known 
what guarantee Great Britain demands 
for the payment of the indemnity, but 
it is believed in official circles that the 
affair is probably settled. 


A guarantee by the United States ia 


not regarded as essential under the 
foregoing circumstances. 
The final 


proposition, as now concluded between 
Nicaragua and Great Britain will there- 
fore be as follows- 


Great Britain agrees to immediately 


evacuate Corioto and withdraw her 
fleet. 
Nicaragua agrees to pay the 


15 500 pounds in London fifteen days 
from the sailing of the fleet out of 
Corinto harbor. According to Ihese 
termi, the fifieen days does not begin 
to run until the actual sailing of the 
fleet. 


MiY END IN A REVOLUTION. 


COLON, May 1.—It is reported here 


from San Juan del Sur that there is 
every probability of a revolution break- 
ing out in Nicaragua if the government 
of that republic yields to the demands 
of Great Britain. If the present gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua falls it is con- 
tended it will not be possible to adjust 
the claims of Great Britain and that it 
may probably provoke an armed con- 
flict.

A similar 
state of affairs at Maasillon has been 
called a strike, but information here is 
to the effect that the men are only out 
awaiting a settlement as to what their 
wages is to be under the new scale for 
189596 to be adopted by the Ohio 
miners, now in session here. The Ohio 
Miners' association, auxiliary to the 
United Mine Workers of America, met 
today at 10 o'clock, with President 
Ratchford in the chair. 
The conven- 


tion is called "to deal with the price 
question " According to former agree- 
ments Ohio miners worked nine cents 
below the Pittsburg district 
The im- 


portant question now is, shall thia dif- 
ferential of nine cents continue 


The call, as read, shows further that 


the men who stopped work today in 
Ohio did so by the recommendation of 
their organization officials, until a scale 
is arranged. 
The morning was con- 


sumed in the appointment of commit- 
tees—credentials, order of business and 
resolutions—the members of the latter 
being Alexander Smith, Jacob Collins, 
Alexander Bruntion, Henry Hammond 
and James Parks 
The convention 


then adjourned pending the preparation 
of the credential report 
The delegate 


from the Messenger mine, who is to 
speak first at the reassembling of the 
convention, informed the delegates, 
when that part of the call was read 
recommending the stopping of work 
pending the conference as to wages, 
that his men will continue working at 
the old scale until they heard from 
him. 


The Massillon delegates, after the

'JTh« Sltute GUM Inspector Throws Out 


a Warning to Consume™. 


KOKOTO, Ind , May 1 —Prof. J. C. 


Leach, state gas inspector, who has re 
turned from a tour o( the gas belt, au- 
thorizes the following statement, warn- 
ing the public against the needless 
waste of gas. 


"There are many sections of the gas 


field that I have not visited at all, and 
am, therefore, not sufficiently informed 
to give an intelligent estimate of the 
gas supply, but judging from what data 
I have at hand, I believe that *he static 
pressure of the gas field is decreasing 
True, there are some wells that show a 
very slight increase, if any, but this is 
the exception and not the rule. 
The 


belief in many places that gas will 
last forever, and the extravagant use 
and waste caused thereby, are doing 
great damage to the commercial inter- 
ests of the gas field; for no one knows 
bettor than the manufacturer, who is 
looking for a location for a factory, 
that at the present rate of reckless 
wasting of this precious fuel, the time 
is not far distant when he will have to 
return to coal. 
The gas companies 


have realized thia for BOme time and 
are doing all they can to husband their 
supply, and I am glad to say that in 
some places the people are awakening 
to these facts; are doing what they can 
to create a sentiment against the waste 
of this fuel."

INVENTS A VOTING MACHINE. 


Ohio Editor Dots Away Wltu Many 


Objectionable Feature". 


AU.IAKCE, Ohio, May 1 —What is re- 


garded by a number of prominent men 
of thia city who have seen it as one ot 
the most important inventions of the 
age is a voting machine, the invention 
of Wallace H. Phelps, editor of the 
Daily Review, of this city. 
The ma- 


chine keeps a correct registry of the 
number of votes cast at an election, 
gives the number of votes which each 
candidate has received as soon as the 
polls close, and itself makes as many 
tally sheets as are wanted with abso- 
lute correctness 
It is very compact 


and simple, occupj ing a case about fif- 
teen bj thirty inches, and it is not ex- 
pensive to manufacture. The voter by 
the use of this machine is enabled to 
vote either a "straight" or a "mixed" 
tinkvt, and only a moment or two is re- 
quired >'n voting 
If he votes a 


"straight" ticket he touches but a 
single button; if a "mixed" ticket, then 
a button t« each candidate for whom 
he wishes to vote. 
The vote is not 


cast finally, however, until one of the 
judges of election touches a lever. The 
machinery is securely locked until the 
judge of election permits its use, and 
remains locked after the election is 
over, showing within itself the vote in 
detail, an lon^ aa may be desired. 
No 


ballots are used with the machine, and 
no "counting out" is required. 
But 


one clerk will bo necessary in using the 
machine, and within five minutes after 
the polls close the vote ol the precinct 
is known and can be sent out.
